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Selectmen's  Report 


Highways: 

Again  this  year,  there  was  a  necessary  overdraft  of  highway 
funds,  although  the  deficiencj'  was  not  as  large  as  in  some  years 
previous.  Weather  conditions  and  resulting  plowing  and  sand- 
ing costs  rapidly  deplete  already  slim  budgets,  particularly  if 
there  is  much  snow  or  ice  during  the  final  two  months  of  the 
fiscal  year. 

It  becomes  increasingly  apparent  that  more  funds  should  be 
appropriated  for  highway  purposes :  that  our  previous  highway 
budgets  have  not  been  realistic.  To  properly  and  fully  main- 
tain, plow  and  sand  our  entire  secondary  road  network,  however, 
would  require  at  least  an  additional  $10,000  annually.  Without 
a  windfall  or  added  state  aid,  this  would  be  a  crushing  burden 
on  the  taxpayer  of  the  town. 

Canaan  has  the  dubious  distinction  of  maintaining  more  ac- 
tive Class  V  (dirt  or  gravel)  road  (83  miles)  than  any  other 
town  in  the  state,  save  one.  At  the  same  time,  we  expend  less 
per  mile  for  all  purposes  than  most  towns.  Our  road  dollars  are 
spread  thin  and  real   accomplishments  are   difficult  to  detect. 

One  solution  to  part  of  this  most  difficult  problem  appears 
to  be  the  discontinuance  of  several  miles  of  our  present  Class  V 
road  network.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  therefore  recommend 
to  the  Town  that  it  vote  favorably  on  the  article  in  this  year's 
Warrant  to  appoint  a  Special  Road  Commission  to  completely 
survey  town  road  needs,  hold  hearings  and  report  back  with  rec- 
ommendation to  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting.  Our  Board  of 
Selectmen  is  confident  that  recommendations  to  discontinue  cer- 
tain seldom  used  roads,  if  approved  by  the  Town,  will  materi- 
ally aid  in  balancing  our  road  budget  as  well  as  improving  our 
remaining  road  network. 

*  *  * 

Pursuant  to  the  vote  of  the  Town,  your  Selectmen  appoint- 
ed one  town  Highway  Agent  who  assumed  his  duties  January  1, 
1955.  There  were  several  qualified  candidates  and  selection  was 
difficult.  Two  of  the  former  three  road  agents  were  among  the 
candidates.  Thus,  in  the  selection  of  Mr.  Claude  Decato,  your 
Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  choosing  a  man  of  experi- 
ence as  well  as  one  who  had  not  been  a  1953  road  agent. 

The  Selectmen  recommend  that  the  "one-man"  road  agent 
.system,  as  presently  constituted,  be  retained,  since  the  Board  is 
of  the  opinion  that  benefits  to  the  Town  by  way  of  better  roads, 
service  and   tax  dollar   savings   will   result. 

Birush: 

Last    summer   your    Selectmen    voted    to   expend   $3(X)   of   the 


$900  brush  cutting  appropriation  for  purchase  of  a  mechanical, 
gasoline-powered  brush-cutter.  This  machine,  with  an  experi- 
enced operator,  is  rated  to  cut  five  times  as  much  brush  as  a 
man  with  hand  tools.  The  decision  to  purchase  the  brush-cut- 
ter has  paid  off  for  the  town  since  as  much,  if  not  more,  brush 
was  cut  this  year  with  only  $600  as  was  cut  in  1953  with  nearly 
$900.  The  town  now  owns  the  machine  and  your  Board  of  Sel- 
ectmen recommends  the  appropriation  of  another  $900  to  cut 
roadside  brush  in  1955.  One  or  two  more  years  of  similar  ap- 
propriations will  solve  the  pressing  problem  of  brush  growth  so 
that  only  a  substantially  reduced  appropriation  for  cutting  will 
be  required  in    future  years. 

PIKE  PLACE: 

In  December,  1953,  the  town  acquired  the  so-called  Pike  Es- 
tate on  Back  Bay  road  for  taxes.  In  December  of  that  year  and 
during  the  first  two  months  of  1954,  considerable  property'  and 
fixtures  were  removed  from  the  estate  by  persons  who  were  un- 
aware that  the  town  owned  the  property.  In  removal  of  many 
fixtures  considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  interior  of  the 
residence. 

Your  Selectmen  immediately  initiated  necessary  legal  mea- 
sures to  recover  the  property,  most  of  which  was  returned  and 
reinstalled.  Following  an  effort  to  dispose  of  the  property  by 
local  sale,  your  Board,  with  approval  of  the  Budget  Committee, 
listed  the  estate  with  a  national  real  estate  clearing  house.  The 
property   is   on   the   market   nationally  at  $17,000. 

Other  expenditures  for  the  year  included  repairs  to  roof  and 
windows,  mowing,  care  of  grounds  and  cleaning  of  house.  Your 
Selectmen  are  most  anxious  to  dispose  of  this  property  prompt- 
ly and  profitably  for  the  Town  and  to  return  the  estate  to  the 
active  tax  rolls.  But,  an  annual  appropriation  of  several  hun- 
dred dollars  will  Ije  required  until  the  property  is  sold  and  to 
prevent   deterioration  of  tlie  buildings  and  grounds. 

Fire  Department: 

Your  Selectmen  recommend  that  the  Town  bond  itself  to 
finance  construction  of  a  new  fire  station  to  house  both  pieces 
of  fire  apparatus.  The  present  fire  house  is  in  a  private  home  and 
would  eventually  have  to  be  moved  when  the  present  fire  chief 
retires.  His  barn  will  not  accommodate  the  new  truck  and  al- 
terations  are   not   feasible. 

The  Board  recommends  construction  of  a  cement  l)lock, 
two-door  fire  station  on  town  land  between  tlie  Town  Building 
and  the  residence  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer.  Both 
trucks  and  all  equipment  would  be  under  one  roof,  centrally  lo- 
cated. Heat  would  be  economically  piped  from  the  heating  plant 
in  the  Town   Building. 


Taxation  and  Finance: 

This  year,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  your  Selectmen 
made  an  especial,  honest  and  painstaking-  effort  tO'  re-assess  some 
Z50  pieces  of  resident  and  non-resident  real  estate  in  Canaan 
for   purposes   of   taxation. 

Your  Board  feels  that  this  effort  has  l)een  a  step  in  the  right 
direction,  toward  the  desired  goal  of  equalization  of  the  proper- 
ty tax  burden  according  to  law.  To  equally  distribute  the  tax 
burden,  each  taxable  piece  of  real  estate  must  ])e  assessed  by 
the  same  standards  and  by  the  same  yardstick.  Once  reason- 
able equalization  is  reached,  increases  in  town  and  school  costs 
will   be   shouldered   proportionately  by  all. 

With  increases  again  this  year  in  the  school  and  town  I)ud- 
gets,  and  with  little  likelihood  of  any  increased  financial  aid  from 
the  State,  property  owners  of  town  are  again  heading  for  an- 
other substantial  and  unavoidable  increase  in  1955  tax  bills.  In 
order  that  the  burden  of  this  increase  may  be  equally  assum- 
ed by  all  in  proportion,  your  Selectmen  suggest  that  tlie  Town 
may  wish  to  request  a  full-scale  professional  re-assessment  of  all 
real  estate  and  stock-in-trade  by  the  State  Tax  Commission  dur- 
ing the  year  ensuing. 

Your  Selectmen,  as  assessors  cannot  devote  the  time  to  con- 
duct a  full  and  proper  physical  re-assessment  of  every  property 
in  town.  Your  State  Tax  Commission  is  equipped  to  do  so  and 
has  rendered  capable  and  constructive  services  to  other  towns 
requesting  re-assessment.  It  should  be  pointed  out,  that  once 
re-assessment  has  been  completed,  all  records,  cards  and  assess- 
ing data  are  turned  over  to  local  authorities,  thus  assuring  an 
even  and  equital)]e  tax  base  for  the  years  ahead. 
Town    Buildings: 

This  year  funds  must  be  provided  to  complete  painting  the 
Town  Library  on  Canaan  Street.  The  Town  House  is  already  in 
need  of  paint  both  inside  and  out.  The  Town  Building  in  tlie 
Village  requires  paint  on  the  north  side  and  the  wliole  I)uilding 
will    need   paint    next    year. 

It  might  be  wise  for  citizens  to  look  to  the  future  before 
heavy  expenditures  are  made  on  all  of  these  ])uildings.  Canaan 
cannot  afford  all  of  them.  The  day  will  come  when  good  busi- 
ness, convenience  and  economy  may  assert  itself  with  tlio  mer- 
ger of  most  town  functions  into  one  building. 
Tractor: 

Your  Selectmen  and  your  Road  Agent  recommend  immedi- 
ate disposal  of  the  old  town  tractor  for  the  highest  price.  A 
careful  examination  of  the  unit  was  completed  last  year.  Re- 
pairs will  be  well  in  excess  of  $1,000.  If  the  town  dees  not  elect 
to  dispose  of  the  tractor,  necessary  additional  funds  to  repair 
it  must  be  provided  this  year  since,  in  its  present  condition,  it  is 
worthless  and  has  not  moved  from  the  Town  Shed  for  over  16 
month.  Funds  from  sale  of  the  tractor,  if  sale  is  sanctioned. 
will  be  placed  in  the  capital  reserve  account. 


General: 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  adopt  the  Article  in  this 
year's   Warrant  placing  town  officials  under   the    Social   Security 

Act.

Pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  Town,  Municipal  Ordinances  have 
been  created  and  recorded. 

Your  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  citizens,  other  town  offi- 
cers and  the  Budget  Committee  for  their  cooperation  and  as- 
sistance during  the  past  year.  Over  the  years  our  job  has  be- 
come increasingly  more  difficult  and  time-consuming  and  the  as- 
sistance of  others  in  the  performance  of  our  duties  is  appreci- 
ated.

Based  on  a  total  School  and  Town 
appropriation  of  $100,000  for  1954,  the  "pie"  graph  be- 
low tells  the  story. 


Exhibit  A  Shows  that  85  cents  of  every  dollar  raised 
for  both  town  and  school  purposes  is  as- 
sessed on  local  property,  machinery,  stock- 
in-trade  utilities  and  cattle. 

Exhibit  B  Shows  that  eight  cents  of  every  tax  dollar 
raised  is  contributed  locally  from  motor 
vehicle  fees,  dog  licenses,  permits,  court 
fines,  trust  funds  and  interest  income. 

Exhibit  C  Represents  income  received  by  the  town 
from  the  State  and  includes  Duncan  money, 
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interest    and    dividends,    timber    reimburse- 
ment, railroad  tax  and  savings  bank  tax.

The  pie  graph  above  shows  the  distril)ution  of 
Canaan's  1954  income  dollar,  85  percent  of  which  was 
raised  by  local  property  tax. 

Based  on  an  approximate  town  and  school  com- 
bined budget  of  $100,000,  46  cents  of  each  income  dollar 
was  spent  on  schools,  29  cents  on  highways,  (including 
maintenance,  general  expense,  brush,  tarvia,  sewers, 
sidewalks,  TRA-towns  share  and  tractor.)  Ten  cents  of 
each  income  dollar  went  for  relief,  including  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Town  Poor.  County  taxes  took  four 
cents,  service  of  debt  another  four  cents  and  all  other 
town  charges,  including  salaries,  expense,  insurance, 
town  buildings,  fire  and  police,  libraries,  street  lighting, 
recreation,  dump,  etc.  only  seven  cents.

Superintendent's  Report 

We  quite  often  see  articles  in  newspapers  and 
magazines  written  by  nationally  syndicated  col- 
umnists "panning-"  and  "telling"  educators  what 
ought  to  be  done.  Simply  because  one  becomes  an 
authority  in  ihe  field  of  politics,  foreign  affairs, 
subsidies,  or  even  football,  does  not  qualify  one  as 
an  expert  in  all  things.  The  expert  on  what  can 
be  done  in  an  ungraded  rural  school  is  to  be  found 
in  an  ungraded  rural  school;  the  exj^eit  on  what 
can  be  done  in  a  small  high  school  is  to  be  found 
in  the  small  high  school.  The  columnist  experts  are 
unacquainted  with  the  "educational  facts  of  life" 
and  will  remain  so  until  such  time  as  they  actually 
spend  a  year,  more  or  less,  in  an  actual  situation 
teaching  the  pupils  themselves.  Of  course  they 
can  not  afford  to  do  this  and  a  quick,  superficial  sur- 
vey plus  a  few  interviews  and  a  posed  picture  or 
two  must  be  the  basis  of  material  for  an  expression 
of  opinion.  Unfortunate  it  is  that  their  O'pinions 
are  so  v/idely  read,  and  believed.  Not  all  of  us  in 
the  educational  field  can  improve  our  work  and 
have  the  potential  of  always  doing  a  better  job. 
Much  remains  to  be  discovered  and  learned  in  the 
field  of  human  conduct,  but  for  a  college  president 
or  a  noted  columnist  to  write  that  all  pupils  in  high 
school  should  have  a  couple  of  years  of  Latin,  or 
three  years  of  college  preparatory  mathematics  is 
too  absurd  to  merit  additional  space.  Our  pupils 
must  be  taught  to  read  current  publications  with 
the  proverbial  grain  of  salt.  Freedom  of  the  press 
is  not  license,  and  carries  on  its  shoulders  the  great- 
est of  responsibilities. 

Once  again  we  enter  a  legislative  year  with 
political  leaders  of  both  parties  pledged  to  no  new 
sources  of  tax  revenue  which  simply  means  that  the 
local  proi">ert3^  tax  will  continue  to  bear  the  major 
T^art  rf  increased  costs  of  educating  our  children. 
Even  granting  the  possibility  of  a  stable  economy, 
co'sts  of  education  v/ill  increase  where:  1)  There 
are  significant  increases  in  the  school  population; 
2)  There  is  need  of  extensive  remodeling  or  new 
buildings;      3)    Where    new     educational    offerings 
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become  necessary;  4)  Where  there  is  competition 
for  teachers.  There  is  an  old,  and  elementary,  law 
to  be  found  in  any  hig'h  schoiol  economics  text  book 
that  where  there  is  a  limited  supply  and  an  in- 
creasing demand  for  a  commodity  the  price  will  in- 
crease. Numerically  there  will  be  a  shortage  of 
teachers  for  many  years  ahead ;  qualitatively 
speaking  there  is  always  a  shortage.  Teachers 
have  the  benefit  now  of  being  in  the  driver's  seat 
of  a  "selling  market."  Until  such  time  as  state  aid 
becomes  available  in  sufficient  quantity  to  absorb 
these  increasing  costs  the  local  property  owner  will 
pay  the  bill.  Only  when  this  condition  has  been 
met  will  state  aid,  in  still  larger  quantities,  be  of 
any  great  value  in  lessening  the  burden  on  the 
property  owner.  If  you,  as  a  property  ov/ner,  are 
willing  to  absorb  these  costs  there  is,  and  will  be, 
no  need  of  new  taxes  j  if  you  really  want  tax  re- 
lief new  sources  of  revenue  are  necessary,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  writer.  To  say  that  it  doesn't  make 
any  d^'fference  because  the  consumer  pays  the  bill 
anyway  is  to  overlook  the  fact  that  different  peo- 
ple consume  different  things,  and  all  consumers  in 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  do  not  live  here  "the 
year  ro'und"  nor  do  th;ey  all  own  property!  There 
are  several  towns  in  this  union  which  could  well 
use  several  times  the  aid  now  being  received.  Other 
towns  can  not  have  modern  buildings  until  special 
building  aid  is  allocated  from  a  higher  level  either 
state  or  federal.  What  do  you  want  for  your  chil- 
dren? Are  you  willing  to  "pay  the  freight"  ooi 
on  present  tax  bases?  These  are  the  vital  ques- 
tions. The  squeaky  wheel  gets  the  grease !  Legis- 
lators have  sensitive  ears ! 

Using  our  present  enrollments  and  the  pre- 
school census  as  bases  we  can  expect,  beginning 
with  1955-56,  enrollments  of  281,  282,  294  and  300 
^n  successive  vears  in  the  elementarv  schools,  and 
84,  98,  104,  111,  138,  155,  158  in  the  high  school. 
It  will  be  difficult  to  properly  house  lOO  pupils  in 
the  present  high  school  building,  and  impossible  to 
offer  them  a    reasonable    program    of  studies   and 
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activities  with  the  present  staff.  Obviously  some 
better  solutions  must  be  found  than  just  "struggling' 
along"  the  best  we  can.  At  present  we  have  too 
many  students  not  attending  high  school  because 
of  our  very  limited  offerings.  Students  at  this  age 
level  should  be  able  to  choose  some  vocational 
courses  and  should  be  able  to  participate  in  ath- 
letics and  other  school  affairs  of  a  social  nature. 
Vocational  courses  should  be  fitted  to  the  actual 
community  needs  of  the  pupils,  and,  in  general,  in- 
volve large  space  areas,  are  expensive  to  equip 
and  maintain,  not  to^  mention  the  problem  of  find- 
ing teachers  in  these  fields.  A  casual  study  of 
these  problems  would  seem  to  find  no  solutions,  and 
j'et  solutions  there  must  be ! 

The  only  sure  thing  is  that  it  is  going  to  c-ost  a 
lot  more  money  to  educate  over  400  pupils  in  the 
Canaan  schools  no  matter  how  it  is  done.  When 
facing  such  problems  as  these  can  one  be  blamed 
for  feeling  a  bit  disgusted  with  those  in  the  legis- 
lative halls  who  feel  that  the  property  owner  should 
bear  the  burden  almost  alone?  We  are  making  a 
thorough  study  of  these  problems  with  th?  coopera- 
ation  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  durino:  the 
current  year  and  will  have  definite  recommenda- 
tions for  the  1956  annual  district  meeting,  or  be- 
fc>'e.  A  possible  solution,  or  two,  of  my  own 
thinking  astounds  me  and  would  I'm  sure,  frighten 
the  tax  naver!  Some  shifting  in  the  school  popu- 
lation might  change  these  figures  but  during  the 
past  years  the  shifting  has  been  to  Canaan  rather 
than  away  from  it.  I  feel  that  these  problems  are 
extremely  serious. 

Teachers'  salaries  in  Canaan  are  at  a  verv  low 
figure  on  any  comparative  basis  one  wishes  to  take. 
The  beginning  salaries  of  the  graduates  of  Plvmouth 
Teachers'  College  last  year  averaged  about  $2850 
which  means  that  many  got  more  than  that.  No 
salary  in  the  Bristol  System  next  year  will  be  un- 
der $3050.  The  teachers  in  Franklin  are  working 
for  a  minimum  of  $3072.  Alexandria,  Grafton, 
and    Bridgewater    are     paying    their    elementary 


teachers  more  than  Canaan's  are  receiving.  The 
teachers  have  asked  for  a  10  Vr  increase  for  next 
year  and  the  school  board  has  approved  an  increase 
of  $200  each,  and  made  allowance  for  the  same  in 
the  budget.  I  believe  this  to  be  the  least  that  can 
be  done  to  improve  salaries  for  next  year.  As  pre- 
viously stated  in  this  report  the  supply  of  teachers 
will  be  less  than  the  demand,  making  a  rising  sal- 
ary level  inevitable.  This  is  another  problem  in 
Canaan  to^  which  there  is  no  inexpensive  answer. 
Wouldn't  $30,000  in  state  aid  look  good  in  Canaan? 

The  addition  of  an  extra  elementary  teacher 
during  the  current  year  is  producing  results  be- 
sides filling  a  real  need.  Our  first  grade  this  year 
numbers  50  which  obviously  requires  two  teachers. 
It  looks  as  though  the  entering  grade  next  year 
would  be  smaller  although  our  total  enrollment 
will  be  breater.  Whether  we  use  two  first  grade 
teachers  or  have  one  working  with  pupils  in  grade 
one  and  two  will  depend  largely  on  actual  num- 
bers in  each  grade.  This  year  I  feel  everyone  is 
profiting  from  the  m.ove,  especially  the  first  graders 
themselves. 

Our  problems  during  the  next  few  years  are 
very  serious  and  v/ill  require  larger  and  larger  ap- 
propriatio'ns.  It  is  my  opinion  that  Canaan's  prop- 
erty owner  should  not  pay  for  all  of  this,  and  that 
material  increases  in  state  aid  must  be  forthcom- 
ing. Watch  those  legislative  halls  in  Concord — 
and  actively  support  bills  affecting  your  pocket- 
book  !
